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“UNCLE TOMMY” IS MARRIED. 


THE MILLIONAIRE MINER OF MONTANA 
TAKES UNTO HIMSELF A HANDSOME 
YOUNG WIFE. 

ALX A. M. T., March 2.—Tommy Cruse, the 
millionaire miner, was married today to, Miss 
Margaret Carter at the cathedral by Bishop 
Brondel. A reception during the day at the 
Cosmopolitan Hotel was attended by over 2,000 
guests. It was the most brilliant affair that 
ever occurred in Montana. 

“Uncle Tommy is 60 years old, an Irish- 
man by birth, and has been a miner and pros- 
peotor for many years. In 1860 he discovered 
a lead twenty-six miles from Helena and 
christened it Drum Lummon, in honor of bis 
birthplace on Erin's soil. For twenty odd years 
he worked bis claim, taking out gold enough 
to pay expenses, until be was induced to name 
a price for his property by an English syndi- 
cate. He fixed $100,000 cash as the value, and 
when the money was tendered him hesitated, 
declined, and demanded $250,000. This was 
finally tendered him. Again be refused, placing 
the value at $500,000, then $750,000, increasing 
$250,000 at a jump, and each proposition was 
accepted Dy the company and refused by Tom- 
my. At last $1,600,000 was offered and accept- 
ed and the trade was consummated. Six hun- 
dred thousand dollars of this was paid in cash 
and the balance in stock. The shares were 
worth at the incorporation $10, and they are 
now rated in the market in England at $30. 
Mrs. Cruse is a young woman of. 24 and a sis- 
ter of Thomas H. Carter, a leading lawyer ot 
this place. Mrs. Cruse is of a prepossessing 
appearance and endowed wits the character- 
ist.cs natural to a woman of good breeding and 
education. The briual couple will enjoy a 
journey through the East. and may possibly 
visit the birthplace of Mr. Cruse in the old 
country. The young woman bas lived in Mon- 
tana nearly all ber life, and for several years 
bas made her own living by dressmaking. Mr. 
Cruse’s income trom his mines is sa.d to be 
nearly 8500, 000 a year.

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A-GREAT BRIDGE, 


The Illinois Central to Span the Ohio 
River with a Giant Structure 
at Cairo, 


Affording a Gateway for the Commerce 
of Illinois at the State’s South- 
ern Extremity. ' 


Three Years and $3,000,000 Necessary to 
Complete the Gigantio Under- 
! ** 


As seen by the Washington dispatehes in 
Tae TRipune of yesterday, a bill was intro- 
duced in the House Monday granting tne Lili- 
nois Central Railroad Company permission to 
construct a bridge across the Ohio River near 
Cairo, II. The bili provides that the bridge 
may be constructed by the Chicago, St. Louis 
& New Orleans and the Illinois Central Com- 
panies, or by the latter; but, as the Illinois 
Central bas a lease for 400 years of the Chica- 
go, St. Louis & New Orleans Road, the Lilinois 
Central is the real mover in the project. The 
bridge must be located within thirty-five miles 
above Cairo, and may be either a cantalever, 
suspension, continuousspan, or draw-span 
bridge, as shall be deemed best. In either 
case the specifications contain provisions for 
the protection of river commerce. The public 
is further protected by provisions compelling 
the publication of notice in the press and the 
submission of the plans and drawings to the 
Sectetary of War. 

In order to learn the exact status of the 
measure and obtain the details of plans so far 
as determined a TRIBUNE reporter called yes- 
terday at the general offices of the company. 
In reply to inquiries Mr. B. F. Ayer, General 
Solicitor of the company, said that there 
seemed little doubt that the bill would go 
through substantially as introduced. He had 
noticed that a few Congress men seemed to have 
some doubt as to whether Congress had the 
power to grant such permission; but be thought 
that its power in the matter was geuerally 
acknowiedged. The company would ask per- 
mission also from the State of Kentucky. It 
was hardly necessary to ask consent from Ilii- 
nois, as that State had already given general 
permission for the construction of such a 
bridge. There bad been noticed, as yet, no dis- 
position on the part of the river men to object 
to the building of the bridge. He did not an- 
ticipate that there would be any particular dif- 
ficulty or delay in obtaining the consent of the 
Kentucky Legislature, provided the bill passed 
Congress. The building of the proposed bridge 
was an important measure, and would be of 
great benefit to Illinois. 

PROPOSED PATTERN OF THE BRIDGE. 

K. T. Jeffery, General Manager, said: * Of 
course, Our plans are not yet in definit shape; 
but I can give you a general idea of what the 
bridge will be. It win be built entirely of 
steel and will rest on solid piers of masonry 
about 170 feet high from the bottom of the 
toundation to the capstone. At least three of 
the spans will be 500 feet in length, 
and the length of the remaining spans 
‘will depend upon the relative cheapness 
of span-work and masonurr—i. e.: whether it is 


-ebeaper to build short spans and many piers 


or longer spans and fewer piers. It will not be 
a cantilever or suspension bridge, but a truss 
bridge of the heaviest and most approved pat- 
tern. It is not yet settled whether it will be 
built with fixed spans or with one draw span; 
that wilt be decided by the result of the con- 
ference with the War Department. If itis to 
be a fixed-span bridge it will of course be 
somewhat higher than if dullt with a draw 
spun. The length of thé bridge will be about 
5,000 feet, and in addition there will be an ag- 
gregate of about 5,000 feet of iron-work ap- 
proaches on both sides, ascending at a grade of 
about forty feet to the mile to the main bridge. 
It will be a single-track bridge, and I am not 
exaggerating when I say that it will be one of 
the greatest engineering feats of the country. 


You see, there is a difference of 
about fifty feet between the bigh and 
low water levels at Cairo. There is 


an extensive bottom at the confluénce of the 
Obio and Mississsippi Rivers, across which the 
Dlinois Central extends a distance of six miles 
on the Illinois side of ths River. On the Ken- 
tucky side this ‘bottom” extends for four or 
five miles tothe foothills, so that, in high 
water, there is nothing above the surface ex- 
cept the lillinois Central tracks and the tree- 
tops. Under such ciroumstances it will be 
seon that it is an enterprise of no ordinary 
aificulty. We shall have the best engineering 
ability the country can afford, and wul put up 


+ a bridge that will be as good in every respect 


as can be made. 

“Ido not expect that there will be any ob- 
jection made by those interested in river com- 
merce. The bridge will be built so as not to 
interfere with navigation, and 1 think 
that the importance of the principle that 
all reasonable facilities should be furnished 
to tne great railroad lines of the country is 
generally admitted. Then, too, the force of 
the principle, as applied to this case, is yearly 
increasing, since river trafiic is rapidly decreas- 
ing and rail traffic as rapidly increasing. 

A LONG-MOOTED PROJECT. 

* 7] can further say that no public measure 
ever brought forward is of such vital im- 
portance to the lower part—in fact the whale 
ot the State ot Illinois and to the east side of 
the Mississippi Valley as this bridge. It was 
conceived in the Congressional discussions of 
1848-49, when the project of a railroad from 
the lakes to the gulf was first broached, and a 
land-grant was given to aid in the construction 
of such a road, which was recognized to be a 
military and Governmeital necessity. This 
road is now complete from the lakes to the 
gulf, with the exception of the one mussing 
link at the Obio River, where there is a ferry 
instead of a bridge. The bridge wil save 
one hour of time to passengers and 
endless delay to freight and will insure safe 
movement in unfavorable weather. The proj- 
ect wes brought to the attention of the com- 
pany about seven years ago, and has been 
under active consideration for about a year. 

POSSIBLE BENEFITS. 

“Tecan show you in a very few words how 
great and bow widespread its benefits will be. 
Indiana and Kentucky are tied together at 
Henderson, Ky., where there is a bridge across 
the Obio River. The bridge at Louisville 
makes that city a great gateway for commerce 
to and from the South. At Cincinnati the 
Ohio is again bridged and another gateway 
formed to the South and Southwest. At St. 
Louis the Mississippi is bridged and we find a 
gateway there to the South and Southwest on 
the west side of the Missigsippi River. Whiie 
all this is true, the Mississippi Valley, 
east of the Mississippi River—the State 
of Iinois—and the Lower Mississippi 
Valley—the States of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Mississippi, and Louisiana—bave no through 
railcommerce, In other words, the State of 
Illinois has no bridge across the Ohio River. 
When it is considered that the air line between 
tne lakes and the gulf is through Cairo, that 
much commerce that should pass in an air line 
is diverted by circaivous routes to points where 


there are bridges, and that the commerce be- 


tween the North and South is growing from

“Can you give an idea of the cost of the 
bridge and the length of time required to build 
in?”

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‘THE LAWS AS TO TAXES.

‘Horatio C. Burchard Shows the 
Ohanges the Revenue Commis- 
sion Proposes. 


The Property Assessment in Each 
County to Be in the Hands of 
One Officer. 


Jan. 1 the Time for Assessing—Other Feat- 
ures Affecting Property in This 
State. 


FREEPORT, III., March 2.—[Special.]— 
The Hon. Horatio C. Burchard, interviewed by 
THe TRIBUNE correspondent, furnisnes the 
following statement of the principal changes 
from the present laws proposed by the IIlinois 
Revenue Commission in the code just pre- 
pared by them, to be reported to the next Leg- 
islature for its consideration. 

There are many minor changes not noted in 
this statement which he considers decided im- 
provements upon the old law. He says: 

1. The assessnient of property in each county 
is to be under the charge of one officer, styled 
a County Assessor, who is to be elected for 
four years and ineligibié for reélection, having 
power to appoint deputies to be approved by 
the County Board. This dispenses with Town- 


| ship Assessors, and it is believed will obviate 


the irregularities in the assessments of prop-. 
erty as between the towns now so often wit- 
nessed and complained of. The County As- 
sessor is to have a permanent office at the 
county-seat, and to divide his county into con- 
venient assessment districts, and prepare 
and keep in his office a map of the 
real estate in each district showing the 
boundaries of each tract assessed, with name 
of the person to whom it is assessed and ‘the 
assessed valuation and the year it is assessed. 
These memoranda are to be made out and to 
remain on the plat from yearto year, but at 
the end of four years new plats are to be made 
and continued in the same manner, entering 
thereon the memoranda of the last year on the 
preceding plat. These plats are always to be 
open to public tuspection and remain public 
records, the entries being made by the Assess- 
or at first in pencil, but to be entered in ink 
80 soon as the assessment has been corrected. 
ASSESSMENTS TO BE MADE JAN. 1. 

2. Property is to be assessed as to its value and 
ownership the Ist day of January instead of 
the Ist day of May. The first of the year being 
the usual time when business changes are 
made, accounts taken of stocks of merchan- 
dise, and books balanced up, it was considered 
more couvenient and easy for the taxpayer to 
ascertain the value of many species of per- 
sonal property than at a later period. To 
vent an increase of the assessment upon farm 
products, much of which at this time is on 
bana to be’ marketed later or for winter and 
spring supplies, it is provided that crops grown 
upon lands taxed in this State in the bandéd of 
and owned by the person who bas paid or is 
liable to pay the land tax for the year the 
crops are harvested shall be exempt from 
taxation. 

- OATHS, REVIEWS, AND DISTRAINTS. 

8. It is proposed to modify the law so“as to 
@ispense with the requirement of an oath from 
the taxpayer: in listing nis persona! property 
for assessment, but in lieu of it to impose a 
penalty for a false schedule. It is thought the 
latter will be more effective than the former in 
securing full and corréct lists. It is made the 


officers and taxpmvers for dishonest assess- 
ments and false returns. 

4, The Chairman.of the County Board, the 
County Clerk, and County Treasurer are consti- 
tuted a Board of Review, to meet the first 
Monday of July and sit pot less than three nor 
more than thirty days, for the-consideranon of 
complaints in respect to the assessment. This 
board is to take the place of the boards now 
provided by law in counties adopting township 
organization for reviewing assessments and 
bearing complaints—namely: the Town Asses- 
sor, Clerx, and Supe visor, who meet for that 
purpose the fourth Monday of June, and the 
Board of Supervisors, who equalize assess- 
ments between the towns and hear complaints 
the second Monday in July. 

5. The tax assessed against the owner of 
real estate can now be collected by distraint 
upon bis personal property. This is changed 
in the proposed code so that the real estate 
ouly is liable to be sold for the tax upon it. 

THE EQUALIZATION BOARD ABOLISHED. 

6. The State Board of Equalization, at pres- 
ent consisting of one member from each Con- 
gressionai district, is abolished, and the duties 
now imposed upon them which are not dis- 
pensed with will be performed by a State Board 
of Tax Commissioners, composed, in addition 
to the State Auditor, of six members appointed 
by the Governor, not more than three 
from any political party. They are re 
quired to personally visit, by at least 
one member of the board, each county 
as often as once in two years to examine the 
methods and work of revenue officers and see 
that penalties for violations of the law are en- 
forced.

State purposes to meet the appropriations of 
the General Assembly, and whet proportion 
thereof, based on their actual wealth, shodid 
be paid by each county. 

BANK AND RAILWAY TAXATION. 

7. A ebange is proposed in the returds to be 
made by bankers and brokers so as to require 
fuller statements as to their assets and to pre- 
vent unauthorized deducuons from the value 
of their taxebie property. 

8. For taxmg railroads, in lieu of assessing 
the value of their local property by. local 
Assessors and the value of their capital stocks 
and franchises by the Board of Equalization, it 
is proposed to require them annually to make 
to the State Board of Tax-Commissioners re- 
turns of their. monthly gross receipts during 
year from their business 
within the State. The State Board are re-

OTHER PROVISIONS. | 

9. Certain classes of business now assessed 
on the local property of the companies carry- 
ing on the business are to be taxed as follows: 
Express companies 2% and insurance com- 
panies 2 per cent upon their gross receipts: 
telegraph companies, 75 cents for each mile of 
wire; telephones, $2 on cach instrument used; 
and public warehouses one-third of one cent 
per bushel capacity for storage. 

10. The limits of taxation for corporate and 
special purposes on each $100 of assessed value 
are to be reduced from the present limits as 
follows: For county purposes, from 75 cents 
to 25 cents; for school purposes, educational 
and building, from a total of $5 for both to 50 
cents for educational and 75 cents for buliding 
purposes; for roads and bridges, from $3 to 20 
cents; for city, town, or village purposes, from 
$2 to 50 cents; for park purposes, one-fourth 
of the present rates; und for all other pur- 
poses, one-third of the present rates. The lim- 
itation upon che power to incur indebtedness is 
to be reduced from 5 per cent to 2 pér cent of the 
assessed valu These limitations are re- 
duced with the expectation that the more 
stringent provisions and severer penalties of 
the new code designed to prevent undervalua- 
tion, either by the officers or by the person re- 
quired to list their property, will bring up the 
assessment more nearly to the actual value of. 
the property. It a sufficient amount is col- 
lected from railroads and other corporations 
specifically and paid into the State 
Treasury to the expenses of the State 
Government, there will be no necessity for 
egualizing the assessments in the different 
counties or apportioning a State tax to Be col- 
lected in each of ‘the counties, but should the 
latter be necessary all the machinery is pro- 
vided and the apportionment can be equitabiy 
made by the Stete Board of Tax Commis 
sioners.

In tna House today Mr. Morrill of Kansas 
from the Committee on Invalid Pensions re- 
ported @ bill extending wotil July 1, 1888, the 
time within which applications for arrears of 
pensions may be filled, extending the provisions 
of the Arrears actto special pensioners, and 
providing that ia applications for pensions the 
person on whose aceount the pension is claimed 
shall be presumed prima facie to have been 
sound and free from disease at the date of en- 
tering the service. Referred to the Commit- 
tee of the Whole. 

In the Senate Mr, Vah Wyck from the Com- 
mittee on Pensions reported, with an amend- 
ment, the House bili to inerease the pensions 
of widows and dependent relatives of deceased 
soldiers and sailors.

The report ot the Department of Agricult- 
ure for January and February on farm annuals 
has among the reports of State agents the fol- 
lowing from Illinois: 

Our farmers are giving more attention to the im- 
provement of their stogk of horses. They are rap- 
idly Jearning that it costs but little if amy more to 
raise a colt that at 4 years old will sell at $150 to 
$200 than the common stock that would rarely bring 
them 6100. The French draft and the Clydesdales 
are used extensively. The health of this clase of 
domestic animais is at this time generaliy good; 
the exceptions are a few cases of distemper re- 
ported from twe or three counties and gianders in 
about a half-dosen counties, 

Many correspondents—especially in the northern 
part of the State—spenrk of the practice of many 
dairymen of raising their heifer caives from supe- 
rior cows. This practice has obtained only the 
last year or two, it having been the custom before 
to sell their calves and keep up or increase their 
stock from cows shipped m from other States.

The acteal number of sheep killed by dogs re- 
ported from fifty-three counties having io May 
last head is 9.834. The remaining forty- 
nine counties had in May last 342.963 bend, and 
counting loss in the same pro 
give the number of sheep killed by d. 
this State at 16,538 bead. The annual, 
sheep killed aineally dy dogs in this State for 
sever years, 1877 to 1883, is m round aembers 30,- 
000, as shown by official report. ‘ 
There is great falling off in the number of hogs 
when compared with January. 1885. Swine-plagve 
has been extensive and fatal in more than one-half 
of the counties during the latter part of the sum- 
merand fall. The losses have been very heavy, 
sweeping the large and small sliké. A correspond- 


ent in Adame Counts states the loss on one section 


of land in his township of 400 head, weighing trom 
106 to 360 pounds. In Montgomery, McDonongh, 


and many Other counties the t hog 
raisers have lost .neariy their entire 
stock. Instances are given of farmers 


having lost % many that wer will have to buy 
their meat. Im consequence of the prevailing 
scourge in such localities every pig that would 
bear shipping has been sold, some weighing less 
than seventy-five pounds. Adams Const esti- 
mates the number On hand now at 33 per cent of 
same time last year, and states that if these figures 
are wrong it ie because they are too hich. There 
was a falling off of over 100,000 head in the assessa- 
ment in May last, when compared with the previ- 
ous year, and this fact, taken in connection with 
the widespread losses from fatal disensés, War 
rants the great reduction in the number of hogs, as 
compared with one year ago. 

There are but very few oxen in the State. But 
few steers of Illinois breeding and raising over 3 
years old can be t many Of the herds. Some 
of our most successful b rs and feeders assert 
that they could not afford to feed a steer until 3 
years old. Early matarity ts the watehword of our 
progressive farmers, and to aceomplish this end 
they push their enl¥es and piks from their start 
and never let up until ready for market,

is OL the most stupendous character. It 
provides for about seventy miles ot surface 
railroads and fifteen miles ef elevated roads, 
cable-power being used on the surface roads 
and steam-power on the elevated roads. 
Twenty-nioe separate routes are embraced in 
the scheme, and Broadway, Lexington, Madison, 
and other avenues, with fiearly all the cross- 


towa streets, are to be gridironed with tracks. 


The grant to the road is made for oa 2% per 
cent of the net receipts. The petition of the 
company was presented to the present board 
Jan. 19, and no hearing at all nas been given 
on the subject either by the railroad commit- 
tee or by the board itself. The scheme was 
brought before ex-Mayor Edson in 1888, and 
the Mayor then appointed a rapid-transit. com- 
mission to consider the matter. This comurie- 
sion reported in favor of the scheme. The 
Committe on Railroads of the Common Coun- 
cil of 1884 indorsed the project, but it did not 
xo through. The last board also failed to grant 
the franchise. 

The. grand jury of the Court of General Ses-

„ Whatsoever things are pure’’—pure, we 
want purity, purty. I tell you. my brother, 
the man who lives pure, and acts pure, and is 
pure, he gold in the best sense. Now, I 
mean purity in a refined sense. The kind of 
purity the Christian world ought to have to- 
day ig this: the purity of the little ermine— 
that little animal whose hair and skin are white 
as the driven snow; and when that little ani- 
mal leaves its den the only way they can capt- 
ure it is to emirch its pathway with dit and 

muddy water, and when the little animal re- 
tufns to its home and comes to the point where 
the dirt and mud are in tne pathway, the little 
animal will lie down and subject itself to capt- 
ure or death rather than it will smiroh one of 
its beautiful white dairs; and I want to see the 
Christian worid reach the point where we will lie 
down and subject ourselves to capture or to 
death before we will smirch our characters by 
the many evil things that this world can bring 
to bear upon us. God, make us pure, and 
honest, and just before God and befqre man, 
and then in the heaven of purity we will be at 
home torever. I wish I had forty minutes 
longer to speak on, this, but God biess you, and 
bless these lessons to our hearts. If I bave re- 
.ligion at all I want it on this line; if I live at 
all I want to live on this line; if my wife is re- 
ligious I want ber to be religious, I want ber 
to be true, bonest, just, and of good report; if 
my children are religious at all I want them to 
be religious on that Ine; if this world is re- 
ligious at ali let it be in this line; and then, 
when these things of sense are over and these 
bodies of ours laid down we will come 
to our death as St. Paul did, and say: The 
time of our departure is at hand; I know I 
must lie in this dungeon tonight, and have a 
cold supper and breakfast and sieep on a hara 
bed, but I will take dinner tomorrow in Heaven 
with God and the angels and be at home in 
Heaven forever.” God belp you to live so that

about. I love to hear a man talk who seems to 
know what he is talking about. I have heard 
men try to explain a creat many things they 
didn’t understand themselves. And I have 
heard men discussing subjects they didn’t seem 
to know anything about. Well, I love to read 
David, because David seoms to know what he 
is talking about. No man before bim knew 
more of God and more of humanity than Da- 
vid. And the best preacher that ever planted 
his foot in Chicago is the preacher that knows 
about God, and knows the most about buman- 
ity. He acts between the two. And every 
preacher ougut to know God, and lav one hand 
upon the shoulder of his loving Father in 
Heaven and then the other arm around the 
whole race of humanity, and try to pull bu- 
manity up to God, And this was David. 


UNGODLY MEN. 

Now witb the broad views of the Psalmist he 
gives us the conclusion he had reached in these 
words: ‘*Biessed is the man that wal 
eth not in the counsel of the ungodiy.’’ 
An ungodly man may be a very moral 
man. An ungodly man need not swear, or 
drink, or violate the Sabbath, or commit any 
of the flagrant sine which men are so often 
guilty of. An ungodly man means simply an 
ungodlike man. Ungoaliness and ungodilike- 
ness are synonymous. They mean the same 
thing. Now what is an ungodiy man? Wesay 
it is man who is not acquainted with God 
and acquainted with God's ways. It is just as 
natural for a soul that knows God to love God 
as itis for a mother to love her baby. as it is 
for a father to love his son. An ungodly man 
is a man who cares nothing about God. And I 
will tell you a distinguishing characteristic of 
that sort of mau. He ioves to talk, and he 
loves to give people advice. 

You know him, don't you—old Col. 86-and- 
so, old Judge So-and-so, old Maj. So0-and-so, 
old Gen. So-and-o? You bave seen them. 
They don't belong to the church; they don’t 
make any pretensions to religion; they scoff 
at the idea that anybody ever died for them, 
you Know. They are all right, and they can 
give more advice and practice less of it than 
any tribe in creation. Why. the old Colonel 
says: I don't see any use in all these’ meer- 
mgs"; be says, “I can be as good and not go 
do chuich as I can to go”; he save, Ioan be 
as good and stay at home as I can to de run- 
ning out to churcl? so much; and they say, 
don't see any harm in a social game of 
cards, never could in my life; it is not a sinful 
game, itis a scientific game: and whenever 
a man wants to be a first-cidss sinner he always 
rms in chat word science somehow or some- 
where along the line. [|Laughter.] It is a 
scientific game. 

Well, if be wants to dance what barm in the 
world can there be in this world and the other. 
and tlie way to tell au ungodly man is be is al- 
wavs asking what harm is there in this and 
what harm is therein that. And the way to 
tell a godly man be is always Hunt some- 
thing that bas got good in it, and not going 
about trying to find something that people can 
say no barm against at all. If there is any parm 
in cards at all I haven't got time to play Cards, 
and lam sorry for any one who professes to 
be a true man that bast me to play cards. I 
am sorry for a woman that bas time to play 
cards. I am sorry for a man that has got time 
to dance. I tell you whenliook around me 
and see a sinking world and bumanity drifting 
off from God, andso many sick beds to visit, 
and so manr 
need sywpathy 
my hand. when 
God knows I tell the truth when I say I haven't 
seen a day in thirteen years that I bave had a 
minute to spare to give to these things, aad 
you would not elther if you were of any ac 
count. You can put that down. Just as weil 
be at that, though, as far ag you are personal- 
ly concerned, as be at anythmeg else: for if 
you Was not at that you would be asleep. and 
about all the time you are awake you are hunt- 
ing for sometbing that you say will amuse you; 
and the only difference in the world between 
you awake and asleep. as far as this world is 
concerned, is you are just a little more quigt 
when you are asleep, if you are not one of 
these snoring kind, than you are when you are 
awake. [({Laughter.] 

Blessed is the man that walketh not in the 
counsel of the ungodly." In other words, if 
you want to be bappy in this life, don't you 
take counsel or advice from ungodly men. 
Don't do that. When you are lost in 
any moral problem, you go to the best men or 
to the best women that you know in the world 
for your advice. They are capable of ad- 
vising you. I want the man first to practice 
what be preaches and show me that it is good 
to do it and then tell me how he did it, and then 
I want to be just like him. An ungodly man. 
As I said, you can't bardly pick a flaw in him; 
he never goes far enough to be dubbed Immor- 
al. Well, what is the difference between an 
immoral and a moral sinner? Why, just the 
difference between typhoid-fever and small- 
pox. That is the only difference you can make 
at all. One is internal and the other is exter- 
nal, and both will kill nine times in ten if they 
are not careful. Our Savior used to look ut 
your sortand drop his finger after our sort, 
and he said, You white sepulchre; beautiful 
without, Dut within you are full of rottenhess 
and dead men’s Bones.” And if you will 
translate that into nineteenth century 
language it means you whitewashed ras- 
cal you. That is what you are. 
And you rub the whitewash off of him in spots, 
and he is the most deformed, ugly wretch you 
ever looked at in your life. Have you ever 
seen it scale off?

AN IMPERTINENT MESSAGE. 

The President’s message to the Senate in 
regard to official information as to sus- 
pensions is a mixture of impertinence in its 
ve personality and of whine in its gen- 

eral tone. As Senator Edmunds remarked, 
it entirely misstates the questions at issue 
between the Senate and himself. All that 
the Senate has demanded ia certain public 
documents on file to which it has the right. 
There was no other question for the Presi- 
dent to consider. or answer, and it could have 
been answered in a dozen lines as completely 
as in this long-winded message, which is 
ample enough forah inaugural. Instead of 
directing himself simply to the point at issue 
he beats around the bush. He complains 
that he has not received an invitation from 
the Senate to explain the motives which have 
actuated him in making suspensions or those 
which have constrained him to claim official- 
ly stamped papers on file as his private prop- 
erty. If he has not, it is because the Senate 
cares nothing for his motives. The legisla- 
tive branch has not been in the habit of call- 
ing upon the Executive to send his motives. 
The key to his motives is contained in the 
official documents which he has used for bis 
guidance, and these documents are public 
property. The Senate has not called for his 


reasons, his motive’, his advice, or sugges- 


tions of any sort, It has asked for public 
documents only, filed away in the depart- 
ments and bearing upon business which it 
was considering—namely: the temoval of 
certain officials at his request. 

The President further declares that he has 
not declined to submit these public docu- 
ments to the Senate because he is afraid that 
he may be found false to his professions. 
Here, again, he is volunteering purely gra- 
tuitous information, The Senate has no 
more todo with his professions than it has 
with his motives, It has instituted no quest 
to discover whether ho has been keeping his 
pledges. It does not need the publie docu- 
ments to ascertain that fact. Sueh à state- 
ment in itself, couched in a message which 
is mterposed during the pendency of a ques- 
tion before the Senate, is tantamount to the 
conviction on his part that he has not been 
acting” up to his professions.

In 
iNustrating the present methods of collecting 
revenue the Commissioners cite instances 
where property has been assessed at one- 
twenty-fifth of its actual value and others 
where it was listed at fully 50 per cent more 
than its worth in the market. Inequalities 
equally gross are found in every branch of 
the present revenue system and mark it one 
of systematic injustice, 


commission is for the complete divoreement 
of the State revenue from local taxation with 
a view of avoiding the present mode of so- 
called equalization between counties. The 
Commissioners propose that the State tax 
shall not be levied on all property, but on a 
particular class, which shall be set aside for 
the purpose of producing State revenue, 
They recommend that the tax on railroads, 
telegraph, telephone, and insurance compa- 
nies shall be paid directly into we State 
Treasury and tsed only for State purposes, 
unless there should be a surplus, in which 
case it is to be distributed among the coun- 
ties. A deficit is to be made up by the coun- 
ties ratably and extended by them on their 
own assessments. The State budget re- 
quires annually about $3,000,000, of which 
the railroads are expected to pay $2,300,000 
or $2,400,000, while the remainder is made 
up by the telegraph, telephone, and insur- 
ance companies, The primary argument in 
support of this change is that it will do away 
with the present unjust method of equaliza- 
tion between counties by furnishing the 
State a distinct source of revenue for its own 
uses and abolishing the present rivalry of 
the counties to pay as little of the general 
tax as possible, It is argued that the coun- 


ties would be compensated for the loss of the 


corporations as subjects of taxation by being 
relieved of the State levy. ä 

The other leading recommendations of the 
commission are made with a view to secure 
higher assessments with lower rates of taxa- 
tion and the listing of all kinds of property. 
The office of Township Assessor is to be 
abolished, and a County Assessor elected 
every four.years. This officer, with the ap- 
proval of the County Commissioners, is to 
appoint deputies for every part of the county. 
Assessment districts are to be of small size, 
and maps showing the assessment on each 
piece of property must be kept exposed to 
public view in the office of the Assessor. 
The date. of assessment is changed 
to the ist of January, the beginning 
of the business year, and the Board 
of Review meets in July to hear 
complaints. In listing personal . prop- 
erty no oath is required, the Commissioners 
believing it to be merely a school for perjury 
promoted by law, but instead a penalty is 
provided fora false schedule and the State’s 
Attorney awarded substantial fees for en- 
forcing it. The transposition of property 


{ Into non-taxable Government securities is to 


be avoided to some extent by the separate 
listing of such securities, and special pre- 
vision is made for fixing the value of the 
stock of sleeping-car, horse and dummy rail- 
roads, gas, electric light, and other compa- 
nies of a quasi-public. character. With these 
provisions for swelling the revenue and in- 
ducing higher assessments the Commission- 
ers recommend that taxation be hmited so as 
not to exceed on the $100 as follows: 

Fer county purooses, other than road and 
bridge, 26 centa; for city, incorporated town, 
and village purposes, except school, 50 cents; 
tor educational purposes, 50 cents; for roads 
and bridges, for ordinary purposes, 20 certs; 
for school building, 75 cents. 
purposes, one-ibird the present rates; and all 
park purposes, one-fourth the present rates; 
and that the power of munieipalities to incur 
indebtedness be limited to 2 per cent of the 
assessed valuation, instead of 5 as now. 

The most of the recommendations of the 
Commissioners have been made with a view 
to disturb the machinery of the present law 
as little as possible. The main changes will 
be the divorcement of State and county 
levies, the taxation of railroad, telegraph, 
and telephone companies exclusively by the 
State, and the abolition of Township Assess- 
ors. All the other changes are of a. minor 
character, and the alterations specified are 
expected to be the effective ones in abolish- 
ing inequalities between counties and secur-

Tun news that a committee of railroad 
men has been appointed to thoroughly revise 
the tables of percentage on east-bound freight 
rates will de received by the trade as none 
the less welcome because it has been long 
delayed. It is well Known that the allow- 
ances of percentage, or the scale of ‘‘differ- 
entials,” has gradually grown to be a very 
uneven thing, as conditions have changed 
more rapidly than the rules by which they 
were at first sought to be equalized. It is 
true that some of the worst of the inequalli- 
ties have been seen and corrected soon after 
their development, but not a few remain and 
can only be dealt with justly by a complete 
remodeling of the plan of distribution. The 
case is somethmg like that of parliamentary 
representation in England previous to the 
passage of the Reform bill, and there is al- 
most as much need for a radical revision in 
this instance as there was in that.

THE GOVERNMENT EXPECTS TO FALL—AN-

LONDON, March 2.—The Government today 

indicated througt @ Mivisterial utterance that 
they expect to fail on che Irish questios. The 
utterance Was made by Mr. Morley. Cvief Seere- 
tary for Ireland, in an address at the conference 
of Liberal delewates held today. Mr. Morley 
was discugsing»the Irish situation. He de- 
nounced. Lord Randolph Churobill’s recent 
“flagitious attempt to stir up civil war in 
Ulster,” and urged the Liberals to do their ut- 
most to place their party in a state of complete 
preparation for a general election; for, said 
the speaker; “the Government is now face to 
face with the Irish difficulty, and will probably 
be compelled to make an early appeal to the 
country.“ 

Lord Randolph Churchill has written a letter 
to the Daily News désrribing the statement in 
a leading articie of that paper today to the ef- 
fect that te, Lord Carnarvon, and Lord Ash 
bourne had prepare a se eof home rule 
tor lreluna as a falsehood. He says: “I bare 
never departed from the opiniyns expressed in 
my speech at Bainburg, Ded, 20, 1883. It is ab- 
soluteiy faise to say that Lord Salisbury's gov- 
ernment ever wavered in resolute Seetility to 
re ot the union or anythine approaching 
répeal.”” In conciusion be says: Without, of 
course, expecting the Daily News‘to apologize, 
I trust that it will cease to propagate calumni- 
ous libels.” , | 

In tue speech referred to Lord Randolph said 
that the Tories would not yield an inch on the 
home-rule question and would not make any 
further concession te Mr. Parnell either on the 
land franchise er on the local government 
question. He advocated the advauce of public 
money on the easiest terms to develop to the 
utmost Irish railways, canals, and public 
works. Eugland, said be, owes Ireland 
reparation. Money eures most injuries, bow- 
ever deep. But the Irish yells of *Repen’ 
myst be answered with ah unchanging, un- 
changeable, ana unanimous No.“ 

The Mus, referring to Lord Churchill's let- 
ter, admits that it would be difficylt legally to 
prove the assertions made by the News yester- 
day, but says it is sighificant that the Irish 
members supported the @onservatives jn the 
election and in the 4ivision on the Medical- 

Rehef bill, and that the conference between 
Mr. Healy and Lord Randoiph Churchill re 
suited in thé Parneliites leaving the House to 
avoid Opposing the Conservatives.

TWO GREAT ANNIVERSARIES. 
THE POPE CELEBRATES ONE—KING WILLIAM 
WILL BB HAPPY OVER THE OTHER. 

Rome, March 2.—Pope Leo XIII. celebrated 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of bis birth to- 
day and the eighth anniversary of IMs coronu- 
tion, which falls tomorrow, by ah address to 

the members of the Sacred College. In this 
his Ho iaess eulogizsed the union — existing 
among the Cardinals and urged concord among 
Catholics against those seeking to corrupt and 
Weaken the authority of the Church. He de- 
plored the oppressed condition of the Holy See 
as unworthy the head of the Church and incom- 
patible with nis independéiice. His Holiness 
spoke with severity concerning the attempt to 
connect the Vatican with tne orime of furnish- 
ing foreign enemies of Italy secret information 
about its military defenses, as was done re- 
cently in the case of a man on trial on the 
ebarge of having sold such information to a 
foreign Power, During this trial the prosecu- 
tion read whet purported to be a letter from 
Vienna in which the writer, whose name was 
withbeld, imputed the prisoner's act to inspi- 
ration from the Vatican, which was accused of 
hav.ce a purpose to undermine and destroy 
the present kmgdom of Italy. His Holiness 
repelied this imputation with indignation, and 
condemned the impunity with which vulgar 
malignity of this kind bas been employed to 
excite against the Vatican the hatred of the 
multitude,

No 
clew to the would-be assasin has yet been dis- 
covered. 

M. Ciémenceau caused a sensation in the 
Chamber of Deputies today by demanding that 
the French Princes be expeiled from the coun- 
try. He denied that their expulsion would be 
contrary to republican principles. These prin- 
ciples, be said, were based upon the rights of 
man. The Princes claimed, by virtue of their 
birth, more riguts than other people enjoyed, 
and they therefore condemned themselves py 
placing themselves outside of democratic so- 
ciety.

GARY G. CALKINS DENIES HAVING EVER 
ATTEMPTED TO BRIBE WITNESSES. 

‘Gary G. Calkins, charged with subornation 
of perjury, testified on his own behalf before 
Commissioner Hoyne yesterday forenoon, be- 
ing examiaed by Mr. Horton, bis senior coun- 
sel. He swore that he never paid one cent to 
witnesses, or authorized Austin D. Hoffman or 
any other person to procure or bribe witnesses. 
He aid, however, agree with Hoffman that 
mechanics or others losing time in making 
affidavits should de paid a day's 
time. He did not agree to pay 
any of them from $5 to $15 for their test! 
mony. Hoffman never brought any witness to 
nim except the ex-ConStable Carter, and he 
never saw Carter from that day in May, 1885, 
until he saw him in court Saturday. Witness 
made no agreement with Carter, nor did he 
pay nim money tor any purpose at any time, 
Carter said that upon a former occasion be in 
4883 bad called to serve legal papers upon a 
manip the shop in which Hoffman was at 
work, and while there his constabulary eye ac- 
cidently lighted upon a device upon which 
Hoffman was working. It proved to be a door 
knob attachment, known in mechanical par- 
lance as a nut-lock. Hoffman asked him to 
make an affidavit to this effect, and then said 


that Carter ought to be paid for bis trouble 


and lost time, but witness did not pay Carter. 
Hoffman said that he had been at some trouble 
and expense in looking up witnesses, and de- 
fendant gave him at various times during that 
day $18.50. Nowne was present when these 
moneys were paid over. When the other wit- 
nesses testified to baying seen Hoffman's al- 
leged- device in operation defendant bad no 
idea or intimation but what they were swear- 
ing to facts until later in Mr. Warner's office, 
when he met Mr. Drake, who said that the out- 
lock could not have been in Operation in the 
bouse in Jefferson in 1883 because it was not 
then erected.

DIRECTORS OF THE’ “BIG” BOARD—OLD 

HUTCH JOINS THE LITTLE BOARD FOR ITS 

CALL. 

At the weekly meeting of the directors of 
the Board of Trade the case of Schwartz & 
Dupee vs. W. W. Boyuton was dismissed. The 
consideration of the call was postponed for 
two weeks. 

The name of B. P. Hutchinson was posted 
for membership on the Open Board yesterday. 
He was, bowever, admitted to all the privileges 
of membership by the directors Monday witb- 
out going through the usual formality of being 
posted fifteen days. The directors did not wish 
to put Old Hutch” to the inounvenience of 
tradmg by commission till after the next meet- 
ing, and consequentiy suspended their rules 
and rallroaded him right through. The 
members of the Open Board are quite delighted 
to receive such a substantial capitalist into 
their ranks, and thoroughly indorse the special 
courtesy which was extended to him by the di- 
rectors. 

“Old Hutch” traded considerably in his own 
name on the call in the morning, and also 
traded in the pits during the day. The call 
passed more smeothly than yesterday, and con- 
siderable quantities of wheat changed hands. 

“Old Hutch's action in joining the Open 
Board was pretty severely criticised ig certain 
Board of Trade circles. It was all put down to 
what may de termed callomania, and there 
were not a few who inwardly hoped that bis 
admission to membership wouid be delayed 
the full fifteen days, as by that time they hope 
that the big board call will have been set in 
operation again. At the present rate of prog- 

ress, however, the establishment of that call 
may be looked for about Christmas. 


A WONDERFUL ESCAPE. 
GEOFFREY O'HARA FALLS FROM THE 

FOURTH STORY OF THE PALMER HOUSE 

AND ESCAPES ALMOST UNHURT. 

Geoffrey O'Hara, the assistant to the Chica- 
go Division Superintendent of the Pullman 
Paiace-Car Company, created consternation 
among the guests who happened to be in the 
rotunda of the Palmer House yesterday morn- 
ing by making a wild leap from one of the 
upper. stories and crashing through 
the skylight into their midst. He 
has been suffering from an attack of 
erysipeias since last Thursday, when he was 
attacked while at his office in the Pullman 
Building. At the Palmer House he occupied 
a room on the sixth floor, and was attended by 
two colored mea, whose duty it was to see 
that be came to no harm in case he should be- 
come delirious. 

About 9 o' clock yesterday morning, while in 
a fit of frenzy, he rose from his bed and, push- 
ing one of the nurses out of the way, ran to 

window. got outside, and grasping a 
pipe began to descend. When oppo- 
sitthe fourth story be turned, let go his bold, 


and dropped into the area below. He would 
certainiy have been killed outright had 
it not been for the two skylights 
which he encountered in his descent, each of 
which was guarded by a wire netting. The 
force of the fall was broken by these obstruc- 
tions, through all of which Mr. O' Hara cras 
landing beaviiy on a tabie in the reading-room 
below. He picked simself up, and was able to 
walk, and in bis delirium it required three or 
four men to hold him. A physician was 
calicd, and on making an examination found 
some bad bruises and afew cuts from the 
giass. No bones were brokon. Mr. O'Hara 
was then taken to the County Hospital, where 
his injuries were attended to, and at last ac- 
eounts was resting easily. He is an unmarried 
man about 35 years old, and has been with the 
Pullman Company only a short time.

COMMISSIONER FINK’S CLAIM. 


WEAK POINTS IN HIS ATTEMPTED JUSTIFI- 
CATION OF THE ‘TRUNK-LINE roots 


* DRESSED-BEEF RATES. 


The New York Times of Saturday, Feb. 27, 
publishes a letter from Albert Flak, Commiés- 
sioner of the trunk-line pool, in which he at- 
tempts to justify the action of the pool in 
fixing the rates on live stock and dressed beef 
so that the buyer in the Eastern market must 
pay the samé price for dressed beef shipped 
from Chicago as such as for beef that is de- 
rived from live stock shipped from the West 
and slaughtered in New York; and in which 
be attempts to show that neither the dressed- 
beef shipper nor the public bas any 
right to complain of the action of the 

trunk-line pool in run rates for that 
purpose, because the amount is so small, and 
because, as he alleges, the provosed rates are 
lower than at any previous time. When Mr, 
Fink wrote this de knew that the rate was 
then and bad for some time been 43% cents 
per 100 pounds on dressed beef, and be aiso 
knew that this was not the result of any rail- 
way war; be knows that the new rate of 66 
cents per 100 pounds is 21% cents per 100 
pounds more than the former rate, an advance 
of 50 per cent, and this increase is made not 
because the rate heretofore received was not 
a reasonable and remunerative rate, but be- 
cause, in Mr. Fink's own language, the live- 
stock shipper was dissatisfied. The amount of 
thig extortion paid by the individual consumer 
may be small, but the principle involved is of 
paramount importance to both the shipper and 
the public. 

Mr. Fink would have the public believe that 
the dressed-beef men have received large re- 
Dates. The dressed-beef men have received 
no rebates. In some cases they have been 
entitied to collect such **overcharges’’ as be- 
long to them under the relative rate by reason 
of the secret cuts made in the regular cattie 
rates in favor of the live-stock shipoer. in no case 
has any bonus or rebate been given to the dressed- 
beef shipper, and in no case has he received more 
than he was entitied to under the pool relative 
rates then in force. The rates have now been 
separated to prevent the dressed-beef men from 
recovering such overcharges and to make the plan 
of discrimination more compiete and its execution 
more difficuit to detect. Mr. Fink states it costs 
more to carry dressed beef than it does to carry 
live stock, because the refrigerator cars are 
heavier than the live-stock cars, and the railroad 
performs in that case agreater service for the 
shipper. Letus see how the case stands, and for 
the purpose of the — 22 we will take Commis-

For hauling from Chi to New York the rail- 
road company receives at the rate of 65 cents per 
100 poands for dressed beef and 85 cents for live 
stock; for three cars and dressed beef amounting 
to 165,000 pounds, $390; for four cars and live 
stock amounting to 160,000 pounds. $280. Thus the 
railway companies charge more than $100 more on 
the basis of the total pounds hauled to the dressed- 
beef shipper than they de to tae live-stock ship- 
per, a discrimination of more than $26 per car in 
favor of the live-stock shipper. 

But Mr. Fink says these cars have to be hauled 
back, and thereupon he proceeds to charge the 
Gressed-beef men for hauling the cars back. but 
brings the live-stock shipper’s car back free on the 
pretense that his car came back loaded. The fact 
is that more car-loads of freight are carried Hast 
than are brought back, and in consequence from 
one-third to one-half of all freight-cars are 
brought back empty, and many roads cannot load 
stock cars back at all. 

This Mr. Fink omitted to state. He also failed to 
state that while a larger percentage of live-stock 
cars may have return loads of coal or coke, this 
load is for only half the way back, and is a clase of 
treight on which there is a very low tariff, 
while the refrigerator cars which have’ re- 
tern loads bring the jload the whole dis- 
tance, and the class of freight hauled bears 
a ih tariff, so that the amount of earnings 
received by the railroads from refmgerator-cars 
for return loads is greater than that received from 
hve-stock cars. It must also be borne in mind 
that in the case stated the live- stock man has bad 
his hides, horns, offal, etc., transported, while the 
dressed-beef man must send his in another car 
— which he must pay a tarifof 30 to 35 cents per 

pounds. Mr. Fink’s statement that the bigh 
22 rate is charged because the freight is trans- 
ported in refrigerator-cars is not sustained dy the 
facts. It is well known these railway lines have 
refrigerator-cars of their own for which they so- 
licit freight from Chicago to New York at ordinary 
tarif rates for merchandise—yviz: 380 cents per 100 
pounds. The railroad companies have the right to 


Mr. Fink admits that some of his railroads can 
carry the same kind of freight for a less cost than 
others. By what right, then, does the pool step in 
and say that these roads shall charge the same 
rate? Whatright has the pool to prevent the 
natural competition which would prevail except 
for ite interference? Is this within the spirit of 
the common law? How Goes the course of the pool 
in this and other cases accord with the testimony 
of Mr. Fink before the Special Committee on Inter- 
State Commerce of the United States Senate May 
21, 1886, when besaid, “Itisa popular idea that 
competition is destroyed dy a pool; this is a fal- 
lacy.”” And that “The laws of competition in 
making tarife have unrestricted sway, pool or no 
pool ’’? And when he advised that if the Govern- 
ment desires to take any action at all it can only 
be taken in the direction Indicated by the efforts of 
the railroad companies themselves—that is, by 
legalizing the associations formed by them 
for the purpose of establishing ahd main- 
taining proper tariffs.’’ The Commissioner 
claims it is diet to Gx rates on 
dressed beef and live stock based upon the cost of 
transportation. The Commissioner does not desire 
to ix rates apon that basis, for if they were fixed 
on that basis he could not accomplish his purpose 
to discriminate against the one business in favor 
of tne Other. We call the attention of Mr. Fink and 
the public to the fact that the pool of which he is 
the Commissioner aus determined the cost to the 
railroads of carrying this freigtit and it is fixed in 
their pool agreement at 27 cents per 100 pounds 
for dressed beef and 20 cents for live stock, a dif- 
ference of only seven cents per 100 pounds, the 
cost for dressed beef bemg only 35 per cent great- 
er than for live stock, yet in his new rates, on the 
principle of railroad neutrality between what he 
pleases to call competing interests,”” the Pool 
Commissioner fixes the rate on dressed beef 30 
cents per 100 pounds more than live stock, a rate 
85 per cent greater. No better evidence of the 
truth of the discriminations charged is needed 
than the records of the trunk-line pool. As ship- 
pers of dressed beef we accept the challenge of 
the Commissjoner and announce our readincss to 


submit this question to any neutral tribunal and 


to sustain the correctness of our position.

The Rock Springs Riots Denounced— 


Startling Testimony in the Signal-Service 


Investigation — Matters in 
General. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 2.—The Presi- 
dent sent the following message to Congress 
today: 

1b the Senate and Howse of Representatives: It is 
made the constitutional duty of the President to 
recommend to the consideration of Co from 
time to time, such measures as he shall judge nec- 
essary and expedient. In no matter can the 
necessity of this be more evident than when the 
good faith of the United States under the solemn 
obligation of treaties with foreign powers is con- 
cerned. The question of the treatment of the sub- 
jects of China sojourning within the jurisdiction of 
the United States presents such a matter for the 

and earnest consideration of 


pon 
present Congress, I adverted to this question. 
[the President here quotes the passage from his 
message upon the Chinese question, and con- 
tinues:] At the time I wrote his the shocking oc- 
currences at Rock Springs, in yoming Territory, 
were fresif in the minds of all, and hed been re- 
cently presented anew to the attention of this Gov- 
ernment by the Chinese Minister in a note in which, 
while not unnaturaliy exhibiting some misconcep- 
tion of our Federal system of Administration in the 
Territories, where they as yet are not in the exer- 
cise of the full measure of that sovereign seit- 
goveroment pertaining to the States of the Union, 
presents in truthful terms the main features of the 
cruel outrage there perpetrated upon inoffensive 
subjects of China. In the investigation of the Kock 
Springs outbreak and the ascertainment of the facts 
on which. the Chinese Ministers statements 
rest, the Chinese representatives were aided 
by the agents of the United States, and the re- 
ports submitted, having been thus framed and re- 
counted facts within the knowledge of witnesses 
on both sides, possess an important truthfulness 
which could not fail to give them great impressive- 
ness. The facts, which so far are not controvert- 
ed or affected by any exculpatory or mitigating 
testimony, show the murder of a number of Chi- 
nese subjects in September last at Rock Springs, 
the wounding of many others, and the spoliation 
of the property of all When the unhappy surviv- 
ors had been driven trom their habitations. There 
is no allegation that the victims, by any lawiess or 
disorderly act on their part, contributed to bring 
about a collision; on the contrary, it eppears that 
the law-abiding disposition of these people who 
were sojourning in our midst under the sanction of 
hospitality and express treaty obligations was 
made the pretext for the attack upon them. 
This outrage upon law and treaty engagements 


gressors, happily for the National good fame, ap- 
pear by the reports to have been citizens of the 
United States. They were aliens, engaged in that 
remote district as mining laborers, who became 
excited ainst the Chinese laborers, as it would 
seem, use of their refusal to join them in a 
strike to secure higher wages. The oppression of 
Chinese subjects by their rivals in the competition 
for labor does not differ in violence and illegality 
from that applied to other classes of native or 
alien labor. All are equally under the protection 
of law, and equally entitled to enjoy the benefits 
of assured public order. 

Was there no treaty in existence referring to the 
rights of Chinese subjects; did they come hither as 
all other strangers who Voluntarily resort to this 
land of-freedom, of self-government, and of laws, 
to peaceably win their bread and to live their lives, 
there can be no question that they be entitled 
still to the same measure of protection from 
violence and the same free forum for the redress 
of their grievances as any other aillens. 80 far as 
the treaties between the United States and China 
stipulate for the treatment of the Chinese subjects 
actually im the United States as the citizens or sub- 
jects of the most favored nation are treated, 
they create no new status for them-—they simply 
recognize and conform a general and existing rule, 
applicable to all aliens alike, for none are favored 
above others by domestic laws, and none by foreign 
treaties uniess it be Chinese themselves in 
some respects. For, by the third article of the 
treaty Of Nov. 17, 1880, between the United States 
and China, it is provided that: 

Ar. 3. Lf Chinesedlaborers, or Chinese of any 
other class, now eber permanently er temporari- 
ly residingin the territory of the United States, 
meet with in atment at the hands of any other 
persons, the Government of the United States will 
exert all its yower to devise measures for their 
protection and to secure to them the same rights, 
privileges. immunities, and exempuons as may be 
enjoyed by the citizens or subjects of the most fa- 
vored nation, and tO which they are entitled by 
treaty.”’ 

This article may be hela to constitute a special 
privilege for Chinese subjects in the United States, 
as compared with 9 allens— nat that it creates 
any peculiar rights others do not share, but 
decause, in ease of in treatment of the Chinese in 
the United States, Government is bound to 
“ exert all its power ‘to devise measures for their 

protection”’ by securing to them the rights to 
— gulli with any and all ober foreigners 
they &re entitied. Whether itis now incumbent 
upon te United States to amend its general 
laws or devise new méasures inthis regard, I do 
not consider in the present communication, but con- 
fine myself tothe particuler point raiséd by the 
outrage and massacre at Rock Sp 

The note of the Chinesé Minister and the docu- 
ments which accompany it give, as is believed, an 
unexaggerated statement of the lamentabie inci- 
dent, and present, impressively, the regrettabie 
circum stance that the edings, in the name of 
justice, for the asce ment of the crime and fix- 
ting the responsibility therefor were a ghastiy mock- 
ery of justice. 80 long as the Chinese Minister, 
under his instructions, Makes this che basis of an 
appeal to the principles and convictions of man- 
kind no exception can de taken.. But when he 
goes further, and, taking as his precedent the ac- 
tion of the Chinese Government in past instances 
where the lives of American citizens and their 
property in China have been endangered, argues a 
reciprocal obligation on the part ot the United 
States to indemnify the Chinese subjects who suf- 
fered at Rock Springs, it becomes necessary to 
meet his argument and to deny most emphatic- 
ally the conclusions he seeks to draw as to the ex- 
istence of such‘a liability and the right of the Chi- 
nese Government to insist upon it. 

I draw the attention of the Congress to the latter 
part of the note of the Secretary of State of Feb. 
18, 1886, in reply to the Chinese Miniater’s repre- 
sentations, and to invite especial consideration of 
the cogent reasdns by which he reaches the con- 
clusion that whilst the United States Government 
is under no obligution—whether by the express 
terms Of its treaties with China or the principles 
of international law—to indemnify these Chinese 
subjects for losses caused by such means and under 
the admitted circumstances, yet, in view of 
the palpable and discreditable failure of the au- 
thorities of Wyoming Territory to bring to justice 
the guilty parties or to assure to the sufferers 
an impartial forum in which to seek and 
obtain compensation for the losses which 
those subjects. have incurred by lack of 
police protection, and considering further the 
entire absence of provocation or contribution on 
the part of the victims, the Executive may be in- 
duced to bring the matter to the benevolent con- 
sideration of the Congress, in order that that body, 
in ite high discretion, may direct the bounty of the 
Government in aid of innocent and peaceful 
strangers whose maltreatment has brought dis- 
credit upon the country, with the distinct under- 
Standing that such action is in no wise to be held 
as a precedent, is wholly gratuitous, and is re- 
sorted toimaspirit of pure generosity teward 
those who are otherwise heipless.

How the People of Glasgow Were 


Gulled by an American 
Negro Preacher. 


Worshiped by Hundreds of Lassies and 


Engaged at One Time to Marry 
Three of Them. 


He Finally Falls into the Hands of the 


Bootch Police on the Oharge of 
Swindling. 


New York Sun: Early this month a cable 


dispatch to the Sun announced that the staid 
burg of Glasgow, Scotland, had been engrossed 
for a week by the escapades of David Nero. an 
American negro preacher and adventurer, who 
nad been arrested for swindling pious church- 
men, staid matrons, and pretty maidens. The 
story of his arrest, when printed in St. Louis 
and other parts of Missouri, awaked a sym- 
pathetic interest, for he and his methods were 
very well known in that State. 


Nero's full name is David Victor Adolphus 


Nero. The cards which he carried with bim 
when he for Glasgow bore the legend: 


Tun Rev. D. VicroR ADOLPHUS Nuno, 


From West Africa, now of Missouri Presbytery. : 


He is a handsome darky, more than six 
tall, and straight as an arrow, and has a frame 
and muscular development that make him 
well-nigh perfect physically. His skin is coal 
black. He was born in Demerara, British 
Guiana. Little is known of bis early life, ex- 
cept that he was thoroughly educated. In 
June, 1878, he went to St. Louis, saying that be 
had come from Canada, and made application 
for a place as teacher in the public schools, 
He passed the principal's examination with 
credit, and was made principal of Carondelet 
Colored School 6. 


HIS OPERATIONS IN MISSOURL 
He was scrupulously neat in his dress, and 


had the bearing and manners of a gentieman, 
and for the first year be made a great success 
as a teacher. Then a man named Dorsey went 
before the authorities and charged Nero with 
selling books that had been confided to him for 
free distribution and pocketing the proceeds. 
It was also said that he had made love improp- 
erly to one of his pupils. Superintendent 

and the School Board investigated the charges 
and Nero cleared himself, but the people of 
the district would not accept the whitewash, 
and Nero was transferred to another district. 
At the end of the year in that district the Su- 
perintendent discovered that the figures in 
Nero’s report of the use of supplies had been 
falsified and Nero bad to go. 


He next appeared in Kansas City, where he 


obtained a place as teacher in the public 
schools. Within a year his popularity excited 
the envy of some of his colored fellow-citizens, 
who began to investigate his previous career, 
and as a result learned that before reaching St. 
Louis he had married a girl in Cleveland, and, 
after living witn her one day, had fled the city, 
carrying bis wife’s gold watch and other porta- 
ble property along. 


Nero was suspended from his school at once. 


He had while in Kansas City married a respect- 
able colored girl. She remained faithful ‘to 
him when the exposure was made, and Nero 
resoived to live the scandal down. His Cleve- 
land wife was traced to Nebraska, where she 
had married again, and Nero got divorced 
from her, married his Kansas City wife over 
again, and started life anew. Another school 
was given to him and he made it a dec 
success, and to all appearances be bad me 
avery useful citizea. 


APPEARANCE IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
But Kansas City was too much of à pent-up 


Uticato contract his powers forever, and in 
June, 1885, he landed at Glasgow. He an- 
nounced that he was a preacher, and the Prin- 
cipal of Sumner College, Kansas City, an in- 
stitution devoted to training young negroes 
for missionary work in Africa, and that ne bad 
been seat to England to solicit funds to enable 
the school to widen its usefulness. As creden- 
tials he carried a certificat from the Presby- 
tery of Missouri, duly authenticated by the 
signatures of the Moderator and the Secretary, 
and another from the officers of the college 
which he said he represented. 


The appearance of the man, his evident 


culture, and bis earnestness opened the way 
for bim at once, and enlisted the sympathies 
of clergy and laity alike. The churches and 
chapels were opened for him to speak in, and 
the houses of the church members became as 
free to him as his own home in Kansas City. 
His preaching was fervid, and had a rude elo- 
quence about it that carried the people by 
storm, and when he inveighed against those 
who hoard this world’s goods and prociaimed 
tLe rewards that await the pious who give that 
the Gospel may be spread in the dark corners | 
of the earth pounds, and shillings, and six- 
pences dropped softiy or jingled together in 
the contribution box until the harvest reached 
thousands of pounds. 

Then he branched out and went to Liverpool 
and to London, where he became Spurgeon's 
guest, and was introduced to the pious nobility 
as a sample of what education could do for the 
negro. He lectured on “The American 
Negro, and his talent is evident from the uni- 
versal commendation which his effort received 
from cultivated London audiences. 

Just bow it happened that be awakened the 
suspicions of the people with whom he mingled 
is not known, for he knew enough to destioy 
the shelis whenever he sucked the eggs in a 
nest. And yet he was wonderfully au 
Pretty white girls, fascinated by his man 
vigor and eloquence in the pulpit, foolishly fali 
in love with him, and a dovecote which he es- 
tablished in a suburb ot Glasgow changed mis- 
tresses often. At the same time he made love 
to matrons and maids of high degree, and was 
ngaged to marry three different young white 
women of exceilent families at the same time, 
with the fuli approval of their parents. Each 
poor soul expected to go with himto Africa 
and live a life of bliss and usefulness teaching 
Hottentots the error of their ways. One poor 
girl went with him to America on a flying trip, 
which is supposed to have been made to se- 
crete some of his booty, and was deserted by 
him in Kansas City when he left there.
